The Special Issues Analysis Center (SLAC), as a technical support center, provides assistance 
to the Office of Bilingual Education and Minority Languages Affairs (OBEMLA), U.S. 
Department of Education (ED). The purpose of the SLAC is to support OBEMLA in carrying 
out its mission to serve the needs of limited English proficient students. In this role, the 
SIAC carries out data analysis, research, and other assistance to inform OBEMLA decision- 
making. These activities are authorized tmder the Bilingual Education Act of 1988, Public 
Law 100-297. 

The responsibilities of the SLAC are comprised of a variety of tasks. These tasks include 
data entry and database development, data analysis and reporting, database management 
design, design of project accountability systems, and policy-related research and special 
issues papers. This report describes activities carried out by the SIAC in Year Three. A full 
list of SIAC products for all three years of operation is presented in the Appendix. 

This Annual Report consists of seven volumes, which include the overview report on the 
SLAC activities in Year Three plus six additional volumes. These volumes present copies of 
selected reports submitted to OBEMLA by the SIAC in the past year, including copies of all 
task order reports submitted.

■ This report was prepared to provide estimates of the numbers of schools and school districts 
which would be eligible for grants under the Comprehensive School Grants and Systemwide 
Improvement Grants sections of the new Title VII legislation under varying eligibility 

■ guidelines. The estimates were made using data from district and school mail 
questionnaires of the Descriptive Study of Services to Limited English Proficient Students. 
The study was conducted by Development Associates, and the numbers were based on the 

1 1991-92 school year. Data were collected from 745 districts and 1,835 schools, and the data 
were weighted to be nationally representative.

Table 1 shows the numbers and percentages of schools with various 
percentages of LEP students as a percentage of all students. Thus for 
example, in 7,165 schools (24,2 percent of all schools serving LEP 
students), LEP students represent less than 1 percent of the overall 
school population. The cumulative percentage column is included so 
that it is possible to see what percentage of schools would be excluded 
under specific cutoffs. In order to calculate the number of eligible 
schools, the cumulative percentage should be subtracted from 100 
percent, and the result multiplied by the total number of schools.

As the 
table indicates, LEP students represent less than 3 percent of total 
enrollment in 2,617 districts (52.4 percent of all districts serving any 
LEP students). LEP students represent 50 percent or more of the total 
population in 260 districts (3.8 percent of all districts serving any LEP 
students). In order to calculate the number of eligible districts based 
on a specific cutoff, the cumulative percentage should be subtracted 
from 100 percent, and the result multiplied by the total number of 
districts. Thus, at a 10 percent cutoff, there would be approximately 
1,064 eligible districts ([100-78.7 percent] * 4,994).

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Overview of FY94 Title VII Part A and Part C Grant Applications 



This report reviews Fiscal Year 1994 Title VII grant applications for Part A and Part C 
programs (Part B programs are not included in this overview). In FY94, a total of 2,225 Part 
A and Part C applications were received by the Department of Education. Of tliese, 1,814 
were applications for Part A programs and 411 were applications for Part C programs. 
There were 1,289 new grant applications and 936 continuing grant applications. 

In FY94 there were no new grant funds for the following programs: Transitional BiUngual 
Education (Math/Science Priority); Transitional Bilingual Education (Recent Arrivals 
Priority); Developmental Bilingual Education (Magnet Schools Priority); Special Alternative 
Instructional (Magnet Schools Priority); Special Alternative Instructional (Math/Science

Training (Math/Science Priority); and Traiiung, Development, and Improvement.
